- Those who reject cocaine and simi-, 
lar.drugs must reject aleohol; but in some 
cases the visk inust be taken, as in. old age 
and general debility. Alcohol, concludes 
the author, is a drug, and must be con~ 
sidered as such, and not as a food.
